Thirteen-year- 
old King Alexander Is a line-looking, 
burc-lcggod boy, who drosaca much as 
would any youth of his age. Ho ia 
more llko his mother, tho fascinating 
Russian daughter of Colonel Kechko, 
than like bis heavy and rather gross- 
featured fathor.— I.midon Truth.

The largest evor seon 
in Europo is that ono which Oustavus 
III. of Sweden presented to the Czar- 
ina upon his visit to Russia in 1777. 
Tie- ruby has been lmituted in jiasto, 
and garnets backed by a ruby foil aro 
often met with. Crimson spinel la 
called spinel ruby, and rose-rod or 
pink spinel, balaa ruby. This last 
name is suid to bu derived from Ilal- 
astan, the ancient name of Iteloochis- 
tan. Although many inny 1 e deceived 
by tbo spinel, the ruby may be readily 
distinguished by its superior hardness, 
its specific gravity, and its crystalliza- 
tion, which is hexagonal, the spinel 
being octahedral. Historical atones 
often turn out when examined to bo 
unworthy or their fame; thuB the 
famous ruby said to have bee i given to 
Kdward the Black PlisoS by Don 
I'edroof Castile after tho buttle of 
Nnjarm A. u. 1,107. worn on his helmet 
by Henry V. at Aglncourt, und now 
placed in the Imperial Slate Crown of 
England, is a spinel, 'the monster 
ruby of Charles the Bold, set ln tho 
middle of a golden rose for a pendant, 
which was oaptured by tho Borneso 
after his rout at Gran BOB, was found 
to be falso by Jacob Kugger after he 
had purchased It. The ruby was sup- 
posed to bo un amulet against poison, 
p'uguo, sadness, evil thoughts and 
wicked spirits; and, moat wonderful of 
ill, it warned Us wearer of evil by be- 
soming bluck or obscaro.— Christian at 
Work.

THE TORNADO'S AWFUL ..OS.K. 

Louisville, March 28.— A calamity 
unprecedented in the history of Louis- 
ville oociuTed last night. 

At 8:26 o'clock a cyclone of unusual 
violence crossed tho city from south- 
west to northoast, leaving death and 
destruction in its path, 

The list of killed and wounded 
amounts into hundreds. The loss of 
property amounts into uiilliens. 

All the ovoning a storm had been 
gathering aud tho lightning and 
thunder wore ominous. At 8 o'clock 
it began to rain and tho storm grad- 
ually increased in intensity. The rain 
changed to hail and poopb kept 
within doors. The signal service in 
tho aftorooon predicted a cyclone, but 
no one thought it would strike Louis- 
ville. At 8:25 the disaster came up. 
Tho heavens wore black as ink. 
There was a deep, threatening roar 
as the cyclone struck the southern 
portion of the city. 

Then the buildings crushed like 
eggshells aud a broad swathe of de- 
struction was the result. 

The path uf tho tornado was from 
Seventeenth aud Maplo northoasterly 
across tho city past Soventh and 
Broadway, Sixteeuth aud Chestnut, 
Twelfth and Jeffierson, and thence to 
the union depot at tho foot of Seventh 
street. 

Tho worst ruin was wrought among 
tho largo and substantial structures 
on Market and Main streets, and it 
seems as if the demon of tho storm 
did its worst just when about to leave 
us. 

The whole thing was over in a min- 
ute and a half. 

People living out side the track of 
the storm wore unaware that anything 
unusula had happened, and where tho 
cyclone swept thoru was utter de- 
struction ruin aud death. 

Groat buildings tumbled like toy- 
houses. Churches, factories aud 
warehouses wont down like card- 
boards. 

People fled in terror from death in 
their ruined homos. 

There were agonizing screams for 
help. 

Surgeons wore hastily summoned. 

Half a dozen fires broke out in as 
mauy different parts of tho city. 

Moantimo the cyclone departed as 
quickly as it came. The gray day- 
light of tho morning revealed a scone 
of desolation that is sickouing to be- 
hold. 

Main street from Soventh to 
Twelfth is a ruin. So is Market street 
for tho corresponding distance Jef. 
fersou from Thirteenth, Walnut from 
Thirteenth to Fifteenth, Chestnut 
from Thirteenth to Seventeenth, 
Broadway in tho neighborhood of 
Eightoonth and Nineteenth ore filled 
with debris and destruction. 

In the course of the storm lay the 
prided tobacco market of the city, 
and to-day the warehouses almost to 
the last ones are in ruins. They in- 
clude: Kentucky, Pickett's, Ninth 
street, Falls City, Phoenix, Green ovor, 
Louisville, Enterprise, Ceutral and 
Planters'. 

Tho destruction of the Louisvillo 
and Ninth-street warehouses could not 
possibly have been more complete. 
Thousands of hogsheads of tobacco 
lay in a mass of brick and mortar, 
some in view, others buried from 
sight beneath the debris. The Louis- 
ville Hotel, between Sixth and Seventh 
was unroofed and otherwise wrecked, 
w hile tho building west occupied as 
cigar storo upon first floor and 
slooping rooms on the seejud aud 
third floors, was razed entirely to tho 
ground, not a singlo brick remaining 
in place. In tho destruction of this 
houso nine lives were lost, principal 
ly of porsons who occupied slooping 
rooms there. . Five of them were 
young girls employed at the hotel 
next door. 

THE RESULT SUMMED UP YESTERDAY. 

The greatest loss of life was at tho 
Fulls City Hall whoro about 140 poo 
pie wore assombled, soino iu Lodges 
and others at a dance. Perhaps half 
of these wore killed anil most of tho 
others injured. Nino persons wore 
killed iu Virgil Wright's building, 
crushed by a wall of tho Lonisville 
Hotel. Tho latest estimate is that 
the total doad will uot reach 110. Of 
theso 103 bodies havo Ijoon recovered. 

Tho property loss will be $2,1X10,000. 
There was only $800 of insurance 
against tornadoes, $2,000 on plate 
plate gloss windows, and $100,000 of 
life and accident policies. 

AT OTHER PLACES. 

In West louisvillo, Daviess county, 
Tom Logan aged 8, was killed aud 
13 others hurt, two fatally. 

In Hendorson county 21 livos wore 
lost and many persons injured. 

Iu Webster county 6 or 8 were kill- 
ed and 40 wounded. 

At Salem, Ky., 18 lives aro report- 
ed lost and 50 peoplo hurt. 

Gullatin, Tenn., also caught it hard 
and lifo and property were destroyed.

The storm first began to get in its 
work near Caledonia in Trigg county 
and iu its track swept over Jidiou, 
Uelleview and proceeded northeast 
into the Humby district, where its force 
bocame spent.

T. J. Hammond's frame store was 
blown down. The only occupant was 
J. K. Wilkins the clerk. He escaped 
through the side door aa the budding 
was falling. The wreck for some 
cause did not take firo. J J. Thomas- 
son near by also lost his house, barn 
aud other improvements. 

Slark Joooa' residence, barns and 
stables were swept down aud Mr. Jones 
was struck on tho head by a pile s 
of Umbar and seriously hurt. Robt, 
Lucas, an old gentleman about a 
milo from Caledonia, had his house 
demolished. Mr. Lucas had a leg 
broken and his w ife was badly bruis 
ed. His barns and stables also were 
completely wrecked, and a mule aud 
two cows killed. A vacant duell- 
ing house near by was likewise des- 
troyed. 

Two other dwellings owned by T. 
J. Hammond were also scattered to 
the winds. 

Next in the track were Ike Sail 
and Nick Sallee. Both had all barns 
and outhouses destroyed. Others 
whose Homes could uot be learned 
shared the same fate.

Telephone Co's lines 
were broken, some posts blown down 
aud their instrument in tho store 
burned. 

The Belleviow postoffioe with all its 
contents was likewise totally con- 
sumed. 

Over all this track the fences were 
blown down to tho worm rails and 
many of the rails carried over into the 
next farms. Tho rest of the desolated 
track showed lighter damages until 
the tiiul>erod bottoms of Sinking Fork 
had been traversed wheu the storm 
seemed to havo mustered strength for 
a closing effort. 

Dr. B. S. Wood caught it agaiu on 
his Begley farm and lost bara and 
stables. 

T. T. Owen, Dr. L. J. Harris and 
Mrs. F. B. Campltell each lost a barn.

Tho flying Jenny, an old shop 
on Clay St. and the shod of Oillilauda 
mill near the rock bridge were blown 
down. These were the only instances 
of damage north noting.

The most horrible holooast that ha* 
•ver ooourred In this county, at least 
within tha memory of the present 
generation*, transpired at Belleviow 
Thursday night. The largo store- 
house of McGeheo Bros, was blown 
down and four men caught in tho 
ruins. Ono of them escaped by al- 
most a miracle, aud the other three 
were bunted to death. Those who 
lost their lives were John Q. MeGehoo, 
ono of the fivo McGeheo Bros., aud 
manager of the store, agud 31 yoars; 
Chester Oray, col., aged alwut forty- 
fivo yoars; Marshal Blakoley, col., 
agod aliout twenty-fivo yoars. 

The fourth man in the building was 
Rolit. E. Warren, an intelligent young 
follow about eighteen or twenty yoars 
old, who clerked In the store. He 
worked his way for twenty foot under 
tho debris until ha reached the edge 
and put out his baud and called for 
help. A young lady uaiuod Sin lie 
Meachain, a daughter of A J. Meach 
am, tho village blacksmith, was the 
ouly person who had presence of 
mind enough to aid lum. After re- 
peated effort* sho raised up tho cor- 
ner of the falleu building and pulled 
Wamm out. He was scratched and 
bleeding in many places but not se- 
riously bun. Hi* clothing was torn 
and muddy and ho was so dazed and 
exhausted that be wandered aimlessly 
about a moment or two and then sank 
down exhausted on the ground. He 
was takoa to Esq. H. B. Clark's, near 
by, and remained ia bod for twenty - 
four hour* baton ha was fully re- 
stored. Though still laboring under 
considerable excitomout he was,nevor- 
Ikoloa*, able to tell the details of the 
affair when a Kxwtvckian representa- 
tive interviewed him Friday after- 
noon. Following i» hi* story: 

TU l! m l'nl'l STOBY. 
Mr McGeheo had been sitting at 
the desk iu the roar part of the store. 
I was behind the counter making 
some addition*. The colored men 
were aittiug near the stove, but there 
wa* no "fire in the store at tho time 
aud had boon uonesiqce morning. It 
then about 8 o'clock or a little 
liefor*. The wind had been blowing 
furiously for some time, but suddenly 
there eame a stronger gale and the 
building luuged and shook. Mr. 
McGehee had been diseusting the 
storm with tho other* aud had laugh- 
ingly suggested that one of the col- 
ored men go out and toll tho black- 
smith to get in tho ice-bouse. When 
the building shook Mr. McGehee got 
dowu from his seat at tho desk re- 
marking: "It BHIi very near getting 
us that time." He started towards 
the door, probably sixty foot a«ay. 
When about tho ceuter of tho hoase 
there was another shaking motion 
and all of us broke for the front door. 
The door was abut and before it could 
bo opened the content* of tho drug 
side of the house, to the west, fell ia 
with a loud crash and the budding 
began to fall, with the noise of creaking, 
breaking Umber* on all aides. The 
door was opened aud Mr. McGehee 
sprang out on the narrow porch, fol- 
lowed by Gray, who also got out. 
Blakoley wa* behind them and did not 
got out. I wa* tweoty feet from tho 
front behind the east side counter. At 
tho samo instant tho door was opeued 
tho building completely collapsed and 
foil to the north-east (it frouted north) 
the samo way Mr. McGeheo was t,s 
■•aping. It caught thein all and the 
corner of tho bouse fell forward ten 
foot beyond thorn. Tho weather- 
boarded sides of tho building had 
given way aud tho walls Vj.». uushed 
down to the east. Tho second story 
settled down without tho roof being 
broken and was hold up about two 
foot from tho first floor by tho broken 
counters and other obstructions. 
There were ten oil lamps burning iu 
the store at the time. When tho crash 
came I dodged undor tho counter and 
soon found that I was not hurt. I 
began crawling towards tho front and 
remember looking beck and seeing 
the burning wick from one of the 
lamps on the floor in a spot of oil and 
broken glass. I made slow progress, 
there were so many obstructions. 
Whon I had gone about ten feet I 
fouud a crack where the wall had 
parted from the floor and left room 
for me to get on the ground. I made 
my way on my knee* in the mud, but 
could find no place to get out. I 
passed to within a few fost of the 
ether men. Blakely was evidently 
crushed and in groat agony,- He 
moaned and groaned at a terrible 
rate and eoon died, I think, as he 
•topped making noise. Gray was 
evideatly unhurt and moving about. 
He called loudly for somebody to get 
an axe and chop him out Mr. Me 
Gohoo, vCho was noar him, remarked 
coolly, "Thoy might chop u* in skip 
ping us out." Previous to making 
this remark I had talked to him and 
told him I was loose and had hopes of 
getting out A largo beam was lio- 
twoonusandl could not see him. 
Ho *aid in a wonderfully cool tono: 
"I am unhurt but fastened so that I 
cannot move. Am entirely holploss 
and am bound to burn up unless wo 
get help from the outside. Save your- 
self If you can." He told mo good 
bye and I left him praying. I finally 
reached the corner of the wreck and 
got my hand and arm out through a 
crack a few inches wide. Somebody 



outside pulled my baud and then let 
go. The hot suioko was now right 
behind mo. I hogged for help and 
then it was the young lady, after sev- 
eral attempts, raised the timbers 
enough io pull me out at the last mo 
imuit. It was but a moment more 
before tho others were dead and I 
nover heard Mr. McGehee speak after 
I got out. 

THE SCENE ON THE OUTSIDE. 

When the building fell there was 
no ono nearer than 100 yards. Mr. 
McGehee'a house was about 100 yards 
to the east and Hon. H. B. Clark's 
probably 300 yards to the west. Mrs. 
X. F. Cox lives across tho field to the 
east, several hundred yards. At Mr. 
Met tehee'.- were his wife and Miss 
Sudio Moacham. At tho other houses 
several young men. In the road 
the store wore two colored men 
named Loo Wood aud Bob Coleman, 
who were tho only parties who had 
an opportunity to give Im m e di a t e 
help, but they were too badly fright 
mad to do anything and modo no at 
tempt to rescue tho victims. The lir.-st 
persons to roach tho scone wore Mrs 
McGeheo and Miss Moacham. While 
the latter was rescuing Warren the 
former, frantic with grief, was within 
a few feet of her imprisonod husband 
talking to him and wildly railing for 
help. Sho ei mid not see him, but in 
answer to her cries he said: "Hero 1 
am, Mollio. I can do nothing. Save 
mo if you can." 

Tho lire was even then making its 
way liotwcen the two llixirs, asthrough 
a flue, and it is doubt fill if ton men 
with sharp axes could huve cut 
through iu time. The window iu the 
gable was barred with strong irons. 
The roof was of shingles and might 
have been penetrated but the second 
floor was a strong ono built for heavy 
goods aud a joist would have had to 
be cut or sawed before tho coiling un- 
derneath could lie knocked olf. It 
is hai.lly piaaaTJn that they could 
havo been saved in the short space of 
16 minutes, during which thoy 
were alive. To have niis.il the 
house filled with heavy goods was out 
of the question. Several parties ar 
rived by tho time]Warron was rescued, 
but then it was too late for work. 
Tho wreck was in Haines and tho vic- 
tims wore silent forever. No one but 
Warren know their location anil he 
was in no condition to point them 
out. Tho culniinatiou had been 
reached and tho drama was even then 
closing with a triple tragedy and a 



the stoutest 
hearted turn sick at the sight. A 
father was being literally roasted iu 
the presence of his wife and little 
child a little girl of seven yoare hav- 
ing followed her mother to the scene 
aud her cries of anguish wore min- 
gled with those of her bereaved parent. 

BESCTINO THE BODIES. 

Tho neighbors, attracted by the 
flames, liegnn to arrive in half an hour, 
but could ouly watch and wait for the 
fire to die down. As soon as the Iwd- 
ie* became visible an iron hook was 
placed on a long |x>lo and ono by one 
thoy were polled out of the devouring 
Tho first taken out was thut 
of Mr. McGehee. Nothing remained 
but the charred trunk. When the 
body was moved tho head, arms and 
logs fell away and crumbled into ashes. 
It was lying on the back and was 
identified by tho scissors, watch and 
some silver money which tho dead 
man had had in his pockets. Tho 
melancholy work of biking out tho 
Is sly was done by J. P. Mead mm and 
Wm. Smith, two young men who were 
among the first to arrive. Thoy ex- 
tinguished tho burning flesh by pour- 
ing water ou it aud had tho body ta- 
ken to the dead man's house. 

The Ixxlies of tho colored men were 
still nenror consumed. They wero 
Ikjth placed in oucbox and buried by 
l heir friends [he following afternoon. 

SKETCH Or JOHN t> MCOEHKE. 

In tho year 1H74 Jus. W. McGehee, 
a young Virginian, came to Christian 
cr.iuly and began clerking at a mod- 
erate salary in a country store at 
belleviow. Ho saved his money and 
soon became a partner iu and finally 
solo owner of the business. Then he 
sent back to Virginia and brought out 
a brother to help him. Tho business 
ontinued to grow and another brother 
came out and a branch store was es- 
tablished. Then another eamo and 
another and a few years* ago the five 
brothers formed a partnership and 
opened a largo house in Clarksville. 
Jas. W. and Thomas, tho two older 
brothers, located in Clarksville. 
Jno. Q. was at Montgomery, Ky., 
Sam at Belleviow, Albert at Nowstoad 
and still another store was iu charge 
of a relative at Longview. 

All of theso stores wero run under 
the same firm name and all wore in a 
prosperous condition. 

Some weeks ago tho firm docided to 
open another store at Pembroke, Ky., 
To do this tho Montgomery houso was 
left in charge of clerks, aud John 
moved to Belioview aud Sam moved 
to Pembroke John had only boon 
at Belleviow two week*. Ho was 
located there so bis wife would be 
near to her parouU, Mrs. McGehee 
being a daughter of Hon. H. B. Clark. 

John Q. McGeheo was tho third of 
tho five brothors and was 31 yoars old. 
Ho was a handsome, vigorous young 
fellow, tho picture of health aud of a 
pleasant, gonial disposition that matin 
him popular with overybody. Ho 
had been married nlxiut nine yoars 
and loaves two children, a girl of 
seven and a boy two years younger. 
Ho hnd proven himself -to bo a very 
successful business man and was ouo 
of the most valuablo members of tho 
firm. 

His body was interred iu tho ceme- 
tery of this city at 2 p. m. Saturday, 
servicos Iwing held at the grave.
